N English Olltccr golna 
to her flrsL Jtal"an 
(.'orjid, felt a 1'ttle mi- 
casy ahout a change on 
I iic* jouriien; but tin old 
I'l'leai in the Biiine coniiinrinient said 
kindly, In her own laiiKiuigc-^ "l:o licit 
hb afraid, shiler. I w-:il .see j-oti pafely 
acroiis," vvlik-h he did, and also paid 
a man lo carry !;er luggage. 

The tov.'n It- v;h r cJi she was ap- 
jjDinteil, was ie- :rded as one of the 
hardest — the j.eople appeared to have 
no reaped, for v.omeii, nor any Idea 
OE behaving in the inectlnea. While 
walking in the atreetg the Oltlcora 
were fretiuently struck of insulted, 
and nobody took their part. 

But the very fearlessness of this 
English girl dt-annrd her npponppt.s. 
When Bhe turned a dUlinhtr out of 
the Hall, he made no attempt, to tb- 
sent It, and nfter giving the local 
police Borne copies of the "Grldo dl 
Guerra" (Italian "War Cry") and mak- 
ing a practice of saluting them at 
every encounter, she found that Uiey 
began to tafco an [ntrrcsd lu the work, 
and to Btep Into the Hall, one after 
another, during the evening meetings. 

A mother had a child who had never 
Balked, f.nd the Gfllcers, noticing 
this*, gave her «ome good -advice and 
began to pray specially for tbe Utile 
one, until by and by the treatment, 
and prayers took effect, and The child 
began to use Its legs. 

After tbe lnaseE bad picked up a 
fainting boy In the streets -and helped 
to restore consciousness, people be- 
gan to br'ng them other needs.

One day uue was carry- 
ing a heavy loud on her head, be- 
sides having a child on one arm and 
a pnll of water on tKe other, when 
the L/euteunnt appeared at her aide 
und relieved her of the water, saying 
gently, "Two can carry a burden bet- 
ter than oue," Shame flushed tbe 
woman's fntre. nnd she said, contrltcly 
"Vou must be a ea'nt to forglvo me 
like thin." 

An old man with a heavy barrow 
and a. blind mun wanting to cross a 
Btrrrt were assisted by the wide- 
awake lassea. nnd prcnetilly there 
catne to their little Quarter* a lovely 
hunch of drawers ns n tribute to their 
loving Bervlco among the poor.

embarked upon b ftnlrlfud and coi.ipre- 
honelvo crusade, tselect capable muii 




to visit the villages and summon the 
chief members of the community. To 
them the-yhclc process Is minutely 
explained and to demonstrate tho 
Ija'nteusneHS of the o;ierBf',on, the 
speakers either inoculate themselves 
or some members or their party. The 
headmen in mrn eommujiicato' llielr 
Impression* to he villagers, who at 
some pre-arranged time congregato at 
some convenient open spot tc witness 
practical demonstrations.
